HARRISBURG, Pa. (UPI) - A 
$25 million plan to help Pennsyl 
vania meet the needs of the future 
in higher education was outlined 
yesterday at a meeting of the Ad 
visory Committee on Higher Edu­ 
cation. 
Public Instruction Superinten­ 
dent Charles H. Boehm stressed 
the urgency of prompt action in 
presenting his "guidelines" for de­ 
veloping a master plan for higher 
education. 
'Any postponement of guidelines 
no matter bow tentative or limited, 
contributes to the difficulty of one 
of the most intricately involved 
major educational problems in the 
Commonwealth." 
"The time is rapidly coming to 
an end when we can relax in the 
excellence of our past and take 
higher 
education’s destiny 
for 
granted," Boehm said. 


His spending program covers a 
IO year period, during which he 
said cottage enrollment is expec­ 
ted to "surge" from the 210,000 
full and part-time students in 1961 
to 320,000 in 1970. 


The costliest single item in 
Boehm’s recommendations was a 
$15 million scholarship program 
providing 
25,000 
competitive 
scholarships ranging from $100 to 
$1,000 with an average value of 
$600. 


He also suggested a vastly ex­ 
panded plan in other fields. How­ 
ever, Boehm pointed out that his 
scholarship plan depends upon the 
approval of the 1963 General As­ 
sembly and endorsement in a 
statewide referendum.
